Provincial measles outbreak being monitored

While an outbreak of 
measles across the prov¬ 
ince has health officials 
on high alert, it hasn’t 
caused any concern local¬ 
ly thus far. 

There have been 24 
confirmed cases of the 
viral infection across the 
province since the start 
of the year, including nine 
in Calgary and seven in 
Alberta Health Services’ 
central zone, which 
includes Red Deer and 
Olds. While the infection 
is much more contagious 
than the common cold - 
and can lead to severe 
complications, including 
pneumonia or brain swell 
ing - it is preventable for 
those who have had two 


vaccinations against the 
condition. 

“We haven’t had any¬ 
body express any con¬ 
cern to us at all,” said 
Carolyn Massel, principal 
of Westglen School. 

The school did make a 
point, however, of includ¬ 
ing a note about the out¬ 
break from the Didsbury 
Health Unit in its May 
newsletter. 

“We have NOT had a 
case of measles reported 
in our area yet," the note 
read. “The biggest differ¬ 
ence ... is that we ARE 
now considered to be in 
the outbreak area" 

The note went on 
to explain that people 
experiencing symptoms 
should stay home, not 
visit any clinic or hospi¬ 
tal ;md avoid contact with 


others. 

Symptoms include high 
fever, a runny nose and 
a hac king cough. Lymph 
nodes in the neck may 
swell, and some people 
may also get white spots 
inside the mouth and a 
red blotchy rash begin¬ 
ning behind the ears and 
spreading downward 
over the entire body. 

Dr. Judy MacDonald, 
the medical officer of 
health for the Calgary 
zone, said all of the cases 
reported in the Calgary 
zone have been within 
city limits. The last case 
was reported on April 26. 

MacDonald said the 
recent spike in cases in 
Alberta since the shut of 
2014 indicatc's that then' 
are outbreaks of the con¬ 
dition globally ;uul people 


travelling may be bringing 
the condition with them. 
Between 2000 and the end 
of 2013 the Calgary health 
region had a total of 20 
cases. 

“Measles used to be a 
very conunon cliildhood 
illness before we had vac¬ 
cine to prevent it. There 
are people in our popu¬ 
lation that either have 
chosen not to be immu¬ 
nized or not to immunize 
their children or in some 
cases people can not 
safely receive the vac¬ 
cine. Because measles Ls 
so infectious ... if some¬ 
body develops measles 
and they’re out in the 
public, they can certainly 
infect people that are not 
immune," she said. 

People who are infect¬ 
ed are contagious any 


time up to four days after 
the rash appears. But 
MacDonald said the prob¬ 
lem occurs before people 
who are infected realize 
they are infected and go 
about their daily activities 
precisely at the time when 
they are at the peak of 
contagiousness. 

“They have unknow¬ 
ingly and probably not 
intentionally, exposed 
others when they’ve been 
out and about before they 
even knew that they had 
measles," she said. 

MacDonald said the 
broader public health 
implications of the out¬ 
break are that health offi¬ 
cials are redoubling their 
efforts for people bom 
in 1970 or after to get 
the two vaccinations to 
ensure they are protected. 


Another task of public 
health professionals is to 
follow up with anyone 
who may have come in 
contact with an infec¬ 
tious person to ensure 
that those exposed to 
the virus are immune. 
If they are not immune, 
health officials then 
inform those exposed 
to the virus of the steps 
they need to take in case 
they become infected, 
which are to stay home, 
avoid venturing out to 
public spaces, get plenty 
of rest and drink a lot of 
fluids. 

“When we’ve got a 
case (there is) lots of 
work to follow up on 
with those exposed and 
how to prevent further 
spread of the disease,” 
she said. 
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Grass fire extinguished, no property damage

A grass fire was successfully contained and sub¬ 
dued following the action of Carstairs, Didsbury and 
Olds firefighters, say officials. 

Carstairs firefighters were dispatched first, just 
before noon on Wednesday, May 7, before asking 
the other departments for assistance on a piece of 
farmland located south of Secondary Highway 581, 
on Twp. Rd. 284. 

Colton Donhauser, a Carstairs firefighter who was 
the officer in command at the scene, said the fire 
started from a permitted, controlled bum that had 
previously been completed. 

“From what I gather, it was an old bum pile that 
had been there previous,” said Donhauser. 

He noted the current and recent weather condi¬ 
tions were the biggest challenge in extinguishing the 
fire. 

“You know even though it's been dry, it’s still been 
really wet in a lot of places, so there were some 
places we just couldn’t get into the fields." 

The wind also kept changing directions, so the fire¬ 
fighters would stop a fire in one spot, then the wind 
would change and the fire would start up again in 
another spot, he said. 

“So we were able to get in there with the bush 
buggy only and just ripped around and hit the hot 
spots and got those knocked out,” he noted. 

No property was damaged by the fire other than the 
stubble field, he added. 

Carstairs sent out a bush buggy, a pump and a sup¬ 
port vehicle, whereas Didsbury sent a tender, bush 
buggy and pump, and Olds sent a bush buggy, he 
noted. 

Donhauser added he was somewhat nervous going 
out, because the dispatcher had noted there was a 
wellhead on site, he said. 

“Originally when it came in, it came in as a grass 
fire and there was a wellhead on location. So that 
was a worry in the back of my mind.” 

But the fire didn’t get close to the pump, he said. 

“With the wind swirling it kind of slowed it down 
for us. We were able to keep it contained to that one 
stubble field and it was good.” 

He added that he was thankful Olds and Didsbury 
firefighters came out to help. 

“We worked well together so it was good."

Clint Gulash 
reminds people to not 
give anyone remote 
access to computers, 
especially over the 
phone. Once fraudsters 
have remote access to 
a computer, they can 
steal sensitive personal 
or financial informa¬ 


tion. And Gulash said 
phoning a company 
after the fact (in the 
case above, Telus) will 
reveal whether or not 
suspicious activity was 
in fact legitimate. If the 
person who answers 
the phone from a 
given company has no 
knowledge of the situ¬ 
ation in question, then 
the original phone call 
was a scam. 

Gulash said even 


legitimate charges to 
credit cards can some¬ 
times look peculiar, 
such as when a service 
or product purchased 
from a company is 
billed as a numbered 
or differently-named 
company on a credit 
card statement. He 
said Googling the com¬ 
pany on the credit card 
statement will reveal 
the different name it 
uses to market its prod¬ 
uct or service, reveal¬ 
ing the legitimacy of 
the charge.

Canada’s national police force 
is the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, and what better time to learn 
more about who they are and what 
they do than during National Police 
Week, May 12 to 16. While today’s 
“Mounties” still work to “always 
get their man", to do so requires so 
much more than when the RCMP 
was created back in 1873. 

Originally, the RCMP provided 
general law enforcement for 
early settlers in Canada, with a 
role that varied from establishing 
peaceful relationships between 
settlers and the First Nations, to 
fighting fires if the need arose. 
These officers also established their 
presence internationally during 
numerous rebellions and wars. 
The first women police members 
were signed on about 100 years 
after the organization was formed, 
but are now a vital part of RCMP 
operations. 

In fact, the RCMP continues to 
grow as its role becomes even 


more challenging with today’s 
technological advances. The use of 
technology has generated a new 
wave of criminal activity, and one 
branch of the RCMP’s National 
Police Services deals specifically 
with crimes such as identity theft or 
sex offences, and provides services 
related to security, audio and video 
analysis, and co-ordination of 
investigations between all police 
services in Canada. 

Other branches deal with firearms, 
education, information, intelligence, 
forensic laboratories, identification 
networks and child exploitation. 
The RCMP’s mqjor areas of focus 
include organized crime, terrorism, 
youth, aboriginal communities and 
economic integrity. 

On a more local level, RCMP 
officers still provide everyday 
policing in areas not served by 
provincial or municipal police 
services. They also provide 
extra support to provinces and 
municipalities when needed.

Education 
consultations 
have high stakes 

The provincial government has announced plans 
to seek public input over the next month into the 
future of teaching in Alberta. 

Parents and other interest¬ 
ed parties are being asked to 
comment on the recommen¬ 
dations of the Task Force for 
Teaching Excellence, with 
the end goal, according to 
the government, of ensuring 
high-quality education for 
current and future students 
everywhere. 

As one of the province’s 
most expensive departments, 
education and its future are, 
of course, of interest to all 
ratepayers. 

As such, residents in West 
Central .Alberta are encouraged to take part in this 
latest consultation process, and hopefully the gov¬ 
ernment will take the input provided to heart. 

The taskforce, which was made up of a variety 
of stakeholders, including teachers and parents, 
gathered input over the past two months through 
online surveys and regional consultations in 14 com¬ 
munities. 

It has made a total of 25 recommendations, focused 
on three principal areas: teachers, leadership and 
the education system. 

One recommendation is that t he province consider 
introducing a mandatory one-year paid internship/ 
articling program for all beginning teachers on com¬ 
pletion of a teacher preparation program. 

A second recommendation calls for the introduc¬ 
tion of a provincewide mentorship framework to 
support teachers in the first three to five years of 
their careers. 

A third recommendation is that the Ministry of 
Education “introduce a system of maintenance 
of certification for teachers to ensure career-long 
professional growth, currency and competency. 
Evaluation for the purposes of maintenance of certi¬ 
fication would occur every five years.” 

The Alberta Teachers’ Association (ATA) says the 
introduction of a system of maintenance of certifica¬ 
tion for teachers would be way out of line. 

“Teachers are under scrutiny on an ongoing basis 
by both parents, teachers, and principals,” ATA pres¬ 
ident Mark Ramsankar reportedly said. “Teachers 
have to measure up to the teaching quality stan¬ 
dards." 

He called the system of maintenance of certifica¬ 
tion recommendation a “direct assault" on Alberta 
teachers. 

Obviously any government hopes that the task¬ 
force’s recommendations would be universally 
accepted have already come to naught. 

“Our government is committed to teaching 
excellence unrivalled anywhere in Canada," said 
Education Minister Johnson, who called the task¬ 
force’s suggestions “bold, forward looking recom¬ 
mendations (that) reflect our determination to 
ensure that Alberta remains in the top echelon of 
education systems anywhere in the world.” 

Alberta families will be watching closely to ensure 
the PC government keeps its promises to the prov¬ 
ince's students and their great teachers. 

And if that ultimately requires the rejection of 
some or all of this taskforce’s recommendations, 
then so be it.

Government spending costing future generations

Receiving a credit card bill that 
totalled $243,476 would no doubt be 
a shock for most Canadians. But if 
you add up all the liabilities of every 
Canadian government - federal, pro¬ 
vincial, and local - that is in fact how 
much each taxpayer would owe of 
the $4.1 trillion total in direct debt 
and unfunded liabilities. 

This admittedly is a very large 
number and much bigger than what 
is usually talked about by both poli¬ 
ticians and pundits alike. So let’s 
deconstruct it to gain a better under¬ 
standing. 

All too often the public discourse 
about government liabilities focuses 
solely on money directly borrowed 
by governments - so-called “direct 
debt.” With the federal and most 
provincial governments returning to 
deficit spending in recent years and 
borrowing a lot of money, direct 
debt has re-emerged as an important 
issue. But direct debt is just the tip 
of the liability iceberg, representing 
less than one third of all government 
liabilities. 

As of 2011/12, the combined net 
direct debt of the federal, provincial, 
;uid local governments totalled $1.2 
trillion. Direct debt alone translates 
into a $71,901 bill for every Canadian 
income taxpayer. Although not the 
largest component of total gov¬ 
ernment liabilities, direct debt has 
important consequences. 

Governments, like fantilies, have 
to pay interest on the money they 
borrow. And these payments aren't 
insignificant All levels of govern¬ 
ment combined to pay $62.3 billion 
in interest payments in 2011/12. That 
represents 10 per cent of total gov¬ 
ernment revenue in the same year. 
In other words, for every dollar col¬ 


lected by Canadian governments, 
10 cents went to paying interest on 
direct debt That’s money not used 
for programs that Canadians care 
about like healthcare, education, 
and social services or other impor¬ 
tant priorities like tax relief. 

(Her time the borrowed money 
(including principal) must be paid 
back so direct debt is basically a 
deferred tax bill. That means future 
taxpayers - today’s young Canadians 
- will partly pay for current deficit 
spending. 

The burden on the next genera¬ 
tion of taxpayers is much greater 
when we account for the unfunded 
liabilities of government programs, 
hi addition to direct debt, Canadian 
governments have committed them¬ 
selves to providing programs that 
are not fully funded. That is, they 
have promised to provide a host of 
programs which current tax rates 
leave unfunded. 

Three such programs with large 
unfunded liabilities are the Canada 
Pension Plan (CPP), Old Age 
Security (OAS), and Canada’s public 
healthcare system 

When these programs were 
designed around a half century ago, 
the assumption was that demograph¬ 
ic and economic trends of the time 
would continue. The idea was to tax 
a relatively large cohort of younger 
workers to pay for the benefits of a 
relatively small number of elderiy. 

The demographic assumptions 
turned out to he false, hi 1956, only 
7.7 per cent of Canadians were over 
65 years old. That proportion dou¬ 
bled to 15.3 per cent in 2013 and is 
expected to increase further to 25.4 
per cent by 2061. 

Put simply, the aging of Canada’s 
population has resulted in large 
and growing unfunded liabilities. 
The funding shortfall is estimated 
at $792.3 billion for the CPP, $494.4 


billion for OAS, and $894.7 billion for 
medicare. Together the unfunded 
liabilities in Canada’s public pen¬ 
sions and healthcare programs total 
$2.2 trillion or $134,841 for each 
income taxpayer. 

These itnfunded program obliga¬ 
tions make up more than half of 
total government liabilities. And 
their sheer size calls into question 
the structure of taxing current work¬ 
ers to provide benefits for retirees, 
intimately, to maintain current lev¬ 
els of spending in the future, taxes 
will have to increase or benefits for 
other programs will have to be cut 
- or both. 

To its credit the federal govern¬ 
ment recently announced changes 
to OAS benefits including a phased- 
in increase to the eligibility age from 
65 to 67 starting in 2023. The trouble 
with this reform, however, is that 
it is too timid as a large unfunded 
liability remains. Consider that the 
current age for accessing OAS ben¬ 
efits would be 74 had the eligibility 
age increased in lock-step with life 
expectancy since 1966. 

Bolder reforms are needed not 
only for OAS but also the CPP and 
medicare to restructure programs 
in a way that accounts for demo¬ 
graphic changes in Canada 

Along with restructuring program 
obligations, governments mast 
make balancing their budgets a 
more immediate priority. Otherwise, 
the annual deficits currently plaiuuxt 
for the future will simply add to the 
existing stoc k of government liabili- 
ties. If action is not taken, young 
Canadians will be stuck carrying 
the bill.

STREET SWEEPING 

With over 75 km of open roads to maintain, the Town of Didsbury's road 
maintenance crew always has a job to do. Right now, street sweeping is 
underway and typically takes about 3-4 weeks to complete but may be 
delayed by cold or wet weather; parked vehicles; or 
excessive amounts of winter sand and debris.

Two Didsbury High 
School students will be 
competing at the provin¬ 
cial Skills Canada com¬ 
petition in Edmonton 
on May 13 and 14 after 
qualifying at the region¬ 
al event in Red Deer on 
May 1. 

Evan Svendsen, a 
Grade 11 student and 
Jeremy Gerber, a Grade 
10 student, finished the 
carpentry competition 
with a silver and bronze 
respectively from judg¬ 
es who critiqued each 
student’s picnic table 
built from scratch at the 
event. 

The two Didsbury stu¬ 
dents were among nine 
students from around 
Central Alberta who 
were given five hours 
and 30 minutes to com¬ 
plete the project after 
looking at the plans. 

While the competitors 
were given a picture in 
advance, once they got 
to the competition site 
they were given more 
detailed building plans. 
A circular saw and two 
drills were provided for 
them at the competi¬ 
tion site but they had 
to bring all the rest of 
their own supplies such 
as hammers and safety 
glasses. 

“1 really enjoyed it. I 
competed last year in 
this and I never com¬ 
pleted my project, 
which was my goal this 
year. That was the num¬ 
ber 1 thing 1 was work¬ 
ing towards," Svendsen 
said. 

The judges evaluated 
various aspects of the 
students' work, includ¬ 
ing working safely, 
using the tools prop¬ 
erly, not overusing the 
materials, and the over¬ 
all quality of the proj¬ 
ect. 

Since Svendsen hasn't 
been to the provincial 
competition before, he 
said he’s unsure what 
to expect. 

“My goal is to be able 
to finish my project 
within the time frame 
that I’m given," he said. 

Gerber said he 
thought the regional 
competition was well 
organized. 

“It was nice to put 
your skills to the test, 
be able to compete at 
something like that and 
move on, I guess is pret¬ 
ty neat.” 

Gerber, who attended
